2. The physical size and appearance of the project would appear to be 
inconsistent with the overall plan of Meadowvale West and serve to 
undermine the property values of the surrounding area.

A copy of the statement which I made to the 
House when I introduced the Bill on June 1, 1978, is also 
enclosed. 


Bill 105. is a revised version of the 
Licensing Bill which I introduced for discussion purposes 
last fall. A number of changes have heen made in the 
legislation in an attempt to take account of comments 
made by the Municipal Liaison Committee and municipalities. 
For example, in place of the original prohibition on fees 
for regulatory licences, we are now proposing that 
municipalities be able to charge » $5.90 fee except where 
an inspection is required. A $25.00 licence fee would 
be permitted in the latter instance. 


I would very much like to have any comments 
your Council might care to offer on the revised legislation. 
The "housekeeping" Regional Act amendments required to 
adjust cross-references to licensing provisions in 


The Municipal Act will be introduced later in order to 
take effect at the same time as the Licensing Act.

You. will recall that similar legisiation was 
introduced in the last session of the Legislature. That 
bill, Bill 119, was allowed to die on the Order Paper 
because it was our intention to get as much response as 
possible from municipalities and from businesses before 


proceeding to enactment. 


We have now had that response. I am happy to 
say that almost 100 municipalities responded and that the 
general response was very favourable. However, most 
municipalities responding objected to the fact that the 
legislation contained no provision for the collection o£ fees 
from businesses being licensed. The arguments raised against 
the "no fee" provision were that licenses would not be taken 
seriously without a fee; that some benefit accrued to the 
license holder and he should therefore pay at least part of 
the cost of administration; and that customers using a 
service who resided beyond the municipal boundaries would 
be paying no part of the cost of protection being provided 
by the licensing municipality. We, on the other hand, have 
argued that, if licensing is for the purpose of protecting 
the general public from unsafe and unfair business practices, 
then the cost should be covered by general revenues. I have 
also expressed the hope that municipalities would be 
encouraged to deregulate, to iicense businesses only when it 
is in the interest of the general public to do so, if no 


fee could be charged.

This new bill does contain a provision for fees. 

It is a compromise that I hope will be satisfactory to 2») 
all. The new legislation provides for a maximum fee of $5.00. — 
However, if an inspection is required prior to the issuance of the 
license, the municipality will be able to charge up to $25.00. 
These nominal fees will ensure that municipalities do not use 
licensing fees for raising revenue. They will therefore not 
encourage unnecessary regulation. At the same time, they go 


some distance in meeting the concern expressed by municipalities. 


The only other objection that was raised with any 
frequency was the elimination of county licensing. The 
Association of Counties and Regions of Ontario and the €* 
Municipal Liaison Committee have objected to the fact that 
counties will no longer be able to license restaurants and 
auctioneers. However, we have discovered that only two —_ 
out of 26 counties are presently licensing restaurants and 
that the regulation of auctioneers by counties is very 
minimal. We nave therefore decided to hold to the original 
proposal that iocal municipalities and not counties be given 


licensing responsibilities. 


Other new provisions in this bill are the repeal 


of The Bread Sales Act, The Public Halls Act and Section 19 o* 


of The Milk Act, which are no longer necessary because of 
the general power to license.

There is also a provision in the Act that enables 
municipalities to delegate the hearing process to one or 
more hearing officers who may or may not be members of council. 
The decision as to whether a licence will or will not be 


issued will remain with council. 


One thing I would like to clarify, because I 
think there has been a certain amount of misunderstanding in 
this regard, is that some provisions remain unchanged from 
the present. The legislation governing nude establishments 
in this Act is that which was enacted this session as an 
amendment to The Municipal Act. The provisions for licensing 
taxis in the licensing act are the same as those presently 
in The Municipal Act. Because they are, in reality, taxation 
rather than licensing, the provisions for licensing circuses, 
transient traders and trailers remain in The Municipal Act, 
unchanged except for the fact that police commissions will 


no longer have the power to pass by-laws for these purposes.

SUBJECT: 


Comments on the Draft Official Plan for the Halton 
Planning Area, Regional Municipality of Halton, 
December 1977. 


ORIGIN: 


In January 1978, the Regional Municipality of Peel 
received a draft copy of Halton's Official Plan 
with a request to review the Plan and submit comments. 


BACKGROUND: 

In late 1976, Halton Council approved a significant 
Halton report entitled "Towards Regional Goals and 
Objectives: Phase Iii - Evaluation of Responses”. 

This document established a set of Goals and Objectives 
which indicated: 


"..what the residents of the Halton Planning Area are 
aiming at and what should be the guide to all levels of 
government and to the private sector, as well as the 
general public as to what Halton's residents prefer as 
their present and future lifestyle.” 


Continuing public meetings and refinement of the 1976 
approved Goals and Objectives resulted in the release 

of the Draft Official Plan for the Halton Region in 
December 1977, which includes a set of Goals and 
Objectives and a Regional Strategy for future development. 
A comprehensive set of policies is also developed to 
implement the desired regional strategies and goals. 


Peel Planning staff have reviewed, in broad terms, the 
Plan and fundamentally find no objections with the draft 
Goals and Objectives. Detail review was not considered 
appropriate, at this time, as Plan amendments are expected, 
the result of Halton's current series of public meetings. 
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A number of areas, however, because of Regional 
significance and of particular interest to Peel 
are commented upon. 


THE PLAN: 


The Halton Plan is composed of six parts with the 
following four parts being considered as the most 
significant for review purposes: 


Goals and Objectives 

Policies 

Regional Concept 

Carrying out the Plan (Implementation) 


Although the Plan identifies existing and future 

planning inter-relationships that will have to be 

expanded and developed between the Region and the existing 
four Area Municipalities*, it is basically concerned 

with the major planning and development issues which 
affect the Region as a whole. The Plan, therefore, 
combines policy planning and physical land use planning 
on a very broad scale. 


Regional Concept 


Halton's future planning strategies have taken into 
account and considered various Provincial Plans and 
Policies which have affected the Region both directly 
and indirectly. In 1979, Halton was included in the 
Provincial Concept, Design for Development - Toronto 
Centred Region (T.C-R.). This Concept established 
Burlington and Oakville as sub-regional centres with 
development emphasis in the period 1970-1980. Post 
1980 to 2000, a second tier of centres was proposed 
with North Burlington being established as a local 
centre and North Oakville as a significant sized 
sub-regional centre (50,000 - 250,000). 


In 1973, Halton was also included as part of the 
Central Ontario Lakeshore Urban Complex (C.O.L.U.C.)- 
The purpose of COLUC was to develop the T.C.R. concept 
so that it could be used as a common framework by both 
the Regions and Provincial agencies to develop planning 
programs and policies. The COLUC proposals were never 
adopted as Government Policy, but did indicate that 


*Burlington, Oakville, Milton and Halton Hills. 
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Halton was split as to the dominent orientation of its 
urban places at maturity for the higher order services. 
Both Burlington and North Burlington were oriented to the 
Hamilton Sub Region and Oakville and North Oakville 

were oriented to the Mississauca Sub Region. 


In the Provincial document, Toronto Centred Re ion 
Program Statement, March 1976, it was stated Te 
although T.C.R. was Supported, the second tier of urban 
centres may not be required during the planning period of 
the Halton Plan. The Halton Plan has recognized this 
Statement* and does not include the two second tier 
centres in its urban planning stratecies. 


As part of the Toronto Centred Region, the Plan is 
supportive of the following two provincial objectives: 


~ "“decentralizing the pattern of development in the 
interests of reducing avoidable commuter movement; 
and, 


- “offsetting historic development pressures on 
the west of Metropolitan Toronto by directing major 
growth to existing and new communities to the East". 


The Plan's Regional Concept stresses that it has a 
Significant part and role to Play within its Provincial 
context. This will include planning strategies with 

respect to a supply of agricultural, mineral and manufactured 
products, Providing its share of residential and mix 

of housing units, meeting its share of open space and 
Participating in the development and maintenance of service 
Systems to support the Iakeshore Urban Complex. 


The Regional Strategy of the Plan in addition to its 
Provincial responsibilities, is to preserve the identities 
of its existing communities, control its future growth 
rates and rectify its housing imbalances in order to 
accommodate a greater number of persons who are employed 
within its boundaries. Greater Regional self containment, 
should be realized including a reduction in commuting 
across its boundary. 


In support of the Provincial objectives, the Regional 
Concept includes as part of its overall planning strategies, 
the Parkway Belt, the Niagara Escarpment and the Waterfront 
Area, significant areas which require protection. 


* Toronto Centred Region Pro ram Statement, was tabled by 
the provincial government but never adopted as policy. 
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Inherent in Halton's Regional Planning Concept is 

the designation of areas where agriculture and forestry 
will be promoted, where mineral resource areas will 

be protected and how a linked open Space system can 

be developed. 


Within these regionallly Significant natural resource 
and environmental land use designations, the Plan 
establishes a Regional population target of 317,000 

by 1986 and 410,000 by 2001. The Plan adopts employment 
figures of 112,600 for 1986 and 156,500 for 2001. 
Distribution of population and employment by Area 
Municipality is as follows:

The Plan indicates that rural growth should be held to 

a total of 30,000 by 2001, with no more than 100 additional 
units being built per vear. This rural growth would be 
directed into an established system of Hamlets. 


COMMENTS: 


The Halton Regional Concept has recognized the Provincial 
governments re-affirmation and commitment to the T.C.R. 
Concept and also considers it no longer necessary to 
develop a second tier of urban centres in Halton. The 
areas for the second tier cities of North Burlington 

and North Oakville are designated on the Regional Concept 
map as rural.

Population 
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Within this framework, Regional goals, objectives and 
policies have been developed which are basically con- 
sistent with the Plan's intent of self containment and 
a balance between population, housing, and employment. 


A review of the Plan's population and employment targets 
along with relevant comparisons to figures contained in 
the Metro Plan and 1978 Preliminary T.E.I.G.A. figures 
are as follows.

Peel Planning staff support the inclusion of Regional 
population and employment figures within the Plan. These 
figures are recognized as a framework within which 

Halton 's future physical, social and economic components 
can be determined and assessed. 


The Draft Metro Toronto Plan recognized Halton as part of 
the larger Metropolitan Toronto Area. From the above 
tables, population estimates are inconsistent. For 

1987 and 2001, the Halton figures are 27,000 and 50,000 
higher than the same comparable figures in the Metro 
Plan. COLUC indicated preferred scenario populations 
which were considerably lower than the 1986 and 2001 
figures of the Halton Plan. The latest 2001 T.E.I.G.A. working 
figures are consistent with Halton's 2001 estimates. 
Clarification of the differing population figures is 
recommended. 
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Post 1 


Employment 
and Economic 
Base 
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Peel staft noted that post 1986, Halton's growth rate 
would be reduced from 3.9% per annum (9,000 per year) 
to 2.0% or 6,200 people per year to 2001. For contrast 
and comparison, Peel's growth rate post 1986 would be 
reduced from about 6.2% per annum (23,300 per year) to 
3.2% or 19,300 per year to 2001.1 in the context of 
greater urban development pressures extending from 
Metro Toronto post 1986, it is expected that both Peel 
and Halton should be significantly affected. The 
population figures and growth rates post 1986 should 
not be considered as finite but reviewed and clarified 
in light of possible changes in both Metro and Provincial 
Policies. 


In order to achieve a healthy economic base, Halton's 
plan attempts to increase the job Opportunities for the 
existing and future labour force in the Region. Economic 
development policies therefore encourage greater self- 
containment. In order to support such a policy, a jobs 
per person rate (activity rate) of 0.50 is generally 
required. 


In 1977, the Peel Region had an activity rate of 46.0% 
and Halton's rate was 31.9%. The Mississauga Draft Plan 
has based its population, housing and employment targets 
On a rate of 50.0%. By 2001, the Peel Region is expected 
to have an activity rate slightly above 50% and Halton 

at approximately 40%.2 The observed difference is not 

in line with Halton's desired goals of greater self- 
containment and clarification in the Plan is suggested. 


From the above tables it is noted that the Draft Metro 
Plan indicates much lower employment population figures 
than are proposed in the Halton Plan. For the year 
2001, the difference is quite significant at 16,500. 
TEIGA figures however, are consistent with Halton's 
estimates. The employment figures need re-examination, 
especially when the Plan itself indicates that economic 
co-ordination and conditions must be monitored within 
the larger Toronto-Hamilton area. 


Although the Plan recognizes an increased proportion of 
Halton residents working within the Region, it does not 
identify a future major core area for the Region, and 
therefore it can be expected that imbalances in the 
number and type of job opportunities in relation to its 
labour force will continue. The Mississauga Core Area 
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1. Based on a 1986 population of 610,000 and a 290) 
population of 900,000.

is identified as the major regional centre east of 
Halton, with the Hamilton downtown as the major centre 

to the west. Many of Halton's residents will depend 

on these two centres both for employment and services. 
Peel staff suggest that Halton review with Mississauga. 
and Hamilton/Wentworth Planning staff expected employ- 
ment number commuting between Halton and the two sub- 
regional centres of Mississauga and Hamilton. 


Map 11, Recommended Transit System Concept, is vague in 
its interpretation of enaad transportation networks 
and linkages east and west of its boundary. It is 
therefore suggested that the existing and future inter- 
connecting road and transit networks as established in 
the draft Plans of Mississauga and Hamilton/Wentworth 
be reviewed in response to Halton's expected increase 
in commuter movements. The use of the C.P.R. line as 

a major commuter rail link from Milton to Mississauga 
could have a significant impact on Milton's desires for 
less commuting and greater self-containment. Map ll, 
by its schematic representation indicates dependency 
on centres to the east and west, but is not explained 
in the test. Staff suggest that the Plan review these 
interrelationships. 


A key link in Peel's transportation system is Highway 
403. On Map 10, “Recommended 2001 Road Network for 
the Regional Concept”, Propose Highway through 
Gakvilte and Burlington connecting Hamilton with 
Mississauga is not shown. It is generally understood 


that this link will be required within the time frame- 
work of the Plan. 


It is also suggested that Map 10 consist of two exhibits: 
the first according to road classification and the second 
showing future required rights-of-ways and other trans- 
portation facilities. The Plan does not outline 
Provincial positions regarding the planning design and 
construction of new controlled access highways or the 
widening of present freeways in Halton. Of Significance 
to Peel, is the desirability of including a Regional 

road system, including the major issue of future truck 
routes. 


The Plan recognizes the importance of the airports in 
Malton and Hamilton and will attempt to improve the 
ground transportation services. Discussions regarding 
improved transportation linkages should include the 
Province, the Regions of Peel and Halton and Mississauga 
as the overall regional transportation planning processes 
are involved.

reviewed for possible inclusion in the Halton Plan.

The Plan proposes the designation of a “Food Land" 

area within the Agricultural Area. However no criteria 

is established for this special distinction nor is the 

need explained. Clarification both in the text and 

Map 6 Agriculture is suggested. The Agricultural policies 
as contained in the Halton Plan, are supported by 

Region of Peel staff who have currently developed objectives 
in the same direction. 


The Plan endorses the establishment of a new provincial 
act governing mineral aggregates as recommended by the 
Ontario Mineral Aggregate Working Party. Until such time, 
the Plan does not establish new mineral resource extractive 
areas within the designated Mineral Resource Protection 
Area. New extractive areas will only be established 
after production quotes have been determined for the 
Region as a whole and for the Area Municipalities in 
particular. The Plan proposes that Regional production 
quotas be “negotiated” with the Area Municipalities, 
Province, Regions and the Aggregate Industry. Regional 
staff find it difficult to understand how the quotas can 
be realistically and equitably negotiated. Clarification 
of this total area is suggested, as its affects on all 
Regions, expecially Peel, are significant. Peel would 
request involvement in any future discussions regarding 
"quota" determinations. 


Although the policies with respect to non-farm residential 
development in Halton's Rural Area have no direct impact 

On Peel, clarification is suggested with respect to the rural 
rate of growth. The Plan states that growth shall not 
exceed an average of 100 residential units per year. 

There is no distinction as to whether or not all of these 
units will be located in the existing Hamlets or on 
individual lots. Secondly, there is no policy direction 

or distinction as to which Area Municipality the 109 units. 
would locate. In fact, for the whole of Halton, the figure 
seems quite low. Lastly, it is suggested that the Plan 
develop specific objectives as to desired growth rates 

and maximum physical growth limits for the Hamlets and 
Villages in Rural Halton.

Halton has taken the position that urban development 
will be limited by the ability of the Region to provide 
and finance acceptable levels of water and sewage 
treatment services. Regional staff are supportive of 
the Plan's policy of developing, in consultation with 
the Area Municipalities, and the Ministry of the 
Environment, a phasing scheme for the provision of 
sewerage and water services. Although the timing and 
phasing of such services, relative to proposed growth 
figures, could be indicated, the Plan's policies are 
acceptable. 


Halton's existing sanitary landfill sites are quickly 

reaching their capacity levels and new sites will be required. 
Peel staff suggest that due to the large number of studies 
having been made with respect to solid waste management 

sites, the Plan should be in a position to indicate 

areas most desirable for future sites, acreage and 

approximate timing for new sites. Appropriate waste 

management policies and desirable future areas for 

the development of these new sites should be included in 

the Plan for subsequent adoption in Area Plans. ¢ 9 


The Plan adopts the Parkway Belt Plan as it affects the 
Halton Region with one major modification, namely the 
rejection of the future development of the designated 
sites in "Milton East and Milton West". 


The Plan endorses the basic Goals and Objectives of 

the Niagara Escarpment Planning and Development Act 

but recommends to the Province and the Niagara 

Escarpment Commission, that the Planning area be considerably 
reduced and recognized by the two following designations. 


Public Land Zone - This zone includes the defined Niagara 
Escarpment Commission “scarp” and “scarp links” and all 
the areas which are expected to be acquired. 


Complementary Use Zone - This Zone is a restrictive 

use zone which adjoins and protects the "setting" of 

the Escarpment. Environmentally sensitive areas are 
included. Although highly restrictive, some rural homes 

and limited settlement concentrations will be permitted. 

The total area of this zone is reduced in size from the 
Original area proposed in the Niagara Escarpment Commission's 
Preliminary Proposals. ; 
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The above Halton position coincides with the current 
thinking of the Peel Planning staff of a reduced 

Niagara Escarpment Commission Planning Area with a land 
use concept which would restrict growth and/or recommend 
areas for future acquisition. 


IMPLEMENTATION: 


Peel staff have no objection to the steps proposed 

by the Halton Plan as to its methods of implementation. 

All Area Municipal Official Plans must conform to the 
Regional Plan, a requirement consistent with the Region 

of Peel Act. The Plan has identified that certain functions 
although consistent with provincial objectives, will 

require changes to government legislation in order to 
implement its policies. The Regional Plan will be the basis 
for such changes as well as the key vehicle for advising 
other planning agencies as to its future planning and 
growth priorities. 


The Plan proposes an inter-regional agency which will 

bring together and the ensurance that co-ordination of 
Provincial and Regional Policies. Peel staff would support 
such an agency, with the Toronto Centred Co-ordinating 
Committee being the possible nucleus. 


SUMMARY: 


The Halton Plan develops a long term planning strateay 
which recognizes the existing and future planning strategies 
within the Lake Ontario Urban Complex. With respect to 

its impact on Peel, it is an important document and can 

be supported provided that such areas as population and 
employment estimates, activity rates and employment 
movements can be clarified within its primary goal of 
self-containment and balanced growth. 


The Plan's land use components and particularly its 

future urban structure, are based on a strategy of 
decreasing the Region's dependencies on the Metropolitan 
Centres by developing a wider range of services 

including higher order services within the Region itself. 
Regional staff is doubtful that such will be achieved 
considering the fact that no major centre has been identified 
in the Plan and that Hamilton, Mississauga and Metro Toronto 
are identified as the major Regional centres east and 

west of Halton. Movement for employment and higher 

Order services to these centres will not decrease and 

should be recognized in Halton's Planning strategies.

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RECOMMENDATIONS: 


It is therefore recommended that the Region of Peel:

request that the Halton Plan readdress its employment 
distribution, commuter patterns and higher order 
service needs as they pertain to the expected 
increasing inter-relationships between the Halton 
Region and the major regional centre which is 
developing in Mississauga.

request that Halton meet with representatives of 
the City of Mississauga, Region of Peel and 
Hamilton/Wentworth to review and resolve the 

issues of employment, commuter and truck movements 
across the Regional boundaries, as it affects the 
long term inter-regional roads and network concepts 
in the Regional and Area Municipalities of Peel, 
Halton and Hamilton/Wentworth. 


request that the Plan develop a definitive land 
use position for the Halton Lake Ontario Waterfront. 


support Halton's agricultural position with the 
request that the designation "Food Land" areas be 
clarified. 


request that the Halton Region clarify its 
proposed procedures for mineral resource "quota" 
determination and that Peel be included in future 
deliberations.

The comments received reflect serious concern about 
the aircraft noise to which the proposed residential 
development would be exposed. This concern was 

also identified in the processing of Amendment 195 
to the Official Plan for the Mississauga Planning 
area. The lands affected by Amendment 282 were 
deleted from Amendment 195's area because they were 
within Noise Sensitivity Zone Vv (Land Use 
Compatibility Table). Residential uses would not 
generally be permitted in this zone. 


This ministry's restrictions on land use in areas 
subject to aircraft noise were recently sent to the 
City. Amendment 282's lands -fall between the NEF 
40 and NEF 45 contours. The ministry policy 
relating land use to Noise Exposure Forecast 
contours does not permit residential uses in this 
area.

The following are the intended amendments to the Region 
of Peel Act which are new and which could have implications for 
the City. 


Re: Bill 81, Amendment to the Region of 
Peel Act 





‘3 Section 10(2) is amended to stipulate that after a regular 
municipal election the Council of the City of Mississauga must hold 
its first meeting not later than the 7th day following the day on 
which the new Council's term commences. 


Section 55(4) is finally amended to allow the Region to 
enter into agreements to satisfy conditions set by the Land Division 
Committee. As well, this section makes it clear that although the 
Regional Council is constituted as a planning board it need not meet 
separately "as a planning board” when deciding regional planning board 
matters. When it meets as a Council, that is sufficient. 


Section 72(1)(b) of The Regional Act is very important in that 
it finally allows the City to appoint its own peace officers to enforce 
City by-laws. (Previously these peace officers were appointed by a 
Regional by-law on the request of the City.) 


My recommendation is that when this Bill becomes law, that all 
existing City peace officers be appointed by City by-law forthwith.

As part of a new Official Plan for the City of 
Mississauga, the Council recently voted by a very small 
margin, to allow residential building in areas 

affected by a greater degree of noise than has heretofore 
been allowed. 


Our present standard is that no new residential 
development is permitted in areas that are subjected 
to noise levels greater than 28 N.E.F. 


This change will permit wsidences in areas with a 
noise level of up to 30 N.E.F., which is substantially 
noisier. 


If permitted, the people moving into these new areas 
will soon be complaining about the noise and in an 
effort to placate them, the Airport officials will 

try to spread the noise around, thereby creating more 
noise in Rexdale, Malton, Dixie, Streetsville, Bramalea, 
Markland Woods, etc. These new noisy neighbourhoods 
will also create the need for noise reduction take-off 
restrictions to the west, with the attendent risks 
inherent in these procedures.
